LIQUOR LICENSE 
COMMISSION OUT OF 
BUSINESS IN OHIO 


Columbus, June 20.—Ohio has no 
liquor license commission. 
It went 
out of existence May 27, when pro­ 
h ibition went into effect. 
This is the 
* unanimous ruling of the Ohio supreme 
court, upholding an opinion of A tto r­ 
ney General Price rendered several 
weeks ago. 
The court did not touch on any oth­ 
er of the m atters involved and the 
status of the prohibitory and regu ­ 
latory laws remains the same. 
The 
validity of the Dow-Aiken law as a 
means of 
punishing violators 
was 
not touched upon. 
Lawyers contend, however, th a t the 
Dow-Aiken law is a tax arid th a t the 
license commission was the agency 
through which the tax was collected.

ARMY SUPPLIES 
RURNED TO SAVE 
HANDLING THEM 


W ashington, June 20.— Congression­ 
al investigation of war-time expendi­ 
tures of the W ar 
D epartm ent 
was 
opened yesterday with Sergeant C har­ 
les B Malcolm of Company L, Tw en­ 
ty-third Engineers, who has just re­ 
turned from France, testifying 
that, 


he personally had seen large quan­ 
tities of governm ent property, both 
old and new, wantonly destroyed by 
fire. 
“The only apparent explanation for 
burning this property,” said Malcolm, 
“was that the salvage officer did not 
care to sort the equipment.” 
Malcolm’s testimony 
was given 
be­ 
fore the Foreign Expenditures Sub­ 
committee of the special House Com­ 
mittee of Foreign Affairs. 
The full 
committee decided today to begin its 
hearings next Monday, with Brigadier 
General Lord, Director of Finance in 
the W ar Departm ent, as the first w it­ 
ness. 
The fire was 
started last March, 
and burned for about a month, Mal­ 
colm said, adding that in the last week 
of the month he saw about 700 pairs 
of new pants, 500 rifles in good con­ 
dition, 25 unopened boxes of small* 
arms ammunition, 800 pairs of old and 
new rubber boots, 200 leather holsters 
and ten carloads of hay destroyed. 
Malcolm said he and members of his 
squad reported the fire, which was on 
a road midway between Souilly and 
Tppecoun, to 
Captain W. L Clark, 
commanding the Fourth Battalion of 
the Twenty-third Engineers.

MOTORAIDS 
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In connection with the springs, it 
might be stated that care is of 
the 
greatest importance, especially when 
touring through the country, as one 
is likely to be doing at this time of 
year. 
Uneven roads 
and 
sudden 
holes 
make the springs usually do 
the most work, and if they are kept 
well oiled by 
the method told of. 
any friction, however slight, will be 
eased and the breakage of the springs 
minimized. 
Of course, the grease cups at the 
springs end, too, must be filled. Some­ 
times it is well to have an extra leaf 
inserted at the garage. 
This will 
lessen the easy riding somewhat, but 
in 
the lighter 
cars a good 
solid 
spring often saves trouble resulting 
from the quick jouncing of 
light­ 
weight automobiles. 
If a leaf is in- ! 
serted, it should be a 
smaller one 
than the top and smallest 
spring 
now forming the spring. 
Another aid to spring saving is the 
placing of rubber bouncers on the 
center 
of the lower 
half 
of 
the 
spring. 
The bouncer is a semi-cir­ 
cular shaped 
piece of rubber, with 
the flat base to strap on. 
They are 
inexpensive and prevent the spring 
from any sudden give. 
A hard rub­ 
ber ball with 
leather 
strap 
run 
through a hole in the center and the 
whole tied on top of the axle, will also 
suffice as a spring bumper.

A judge down in Dallas, Texas, ha3 
worked out a system of affixing fines 
for violation of the speed laws in the 
city. 
The offenders draw fines on the 
doilar-a-mile basis for their 
speed 
above the legal limit- 
And they say 
it works. 
A D allas newspaper may 
be quoted editorially as follows: 
If putting up the cost of speeding 
will stop the practice, Dallas will soon 
be rid of speed hounds, for one of the 
judges of this city has adopted a plan 
of assessing fines of ‘dollar-a-m ile' 
against m otorists 
convicted of 
ex­ 
ceeding the limit. 
At the rate some of 
the Dallas speeders drive, 
it would 
require only a few fines like that to 
confiscate their cars, and it ought not 
to require many confiscations to re­ 
sult in making the street safe for the 
pedestrians. 
“The motor cars th at kill and maim 
people on the streets are always going J 
very slowly, according to the stories 
told by the drivers, 
but the records 
in Dallas show that for the first week 
a fter the dollar-a-m ile 
scheme was 
put into 
effect not a single person 
was admitted to the Eem ergency Hos­ 
pital suffering from injuries received 
in motor car accidents, 
and the ali­ 
enee of accidents might be attribu­ 
ted. to the high fines for speeding 
and the consequent 
more 
careful 
driving. 
“The truth is, of course, that most 
accidents in which pedestrians or oc­ 
cupants of cars are injured, are ttfe 
result of excessive 
speed. 
Knowing 
this, judges are 
justified in taking 
drastic means to stop the speeding of 
cars. 
‘‘The people are entitled to protec­ 
tion from the speed fiends who make 
race courses of our best streets and 
highways, and heavy fines for those 
who violate the laws have been found 
to afford the best protection.”
